In” 
the way he again won the Ifle of Cyprus fromthe Knights 
Templars ro whom he had formerly fold it, and ther 
exchanged it with Guy of Lufignan for the Eiry of 7t- 
ruſaltm, he being the laſt Chriſtian Kingthereot ; upon 
which Richard was called King of Jeruſaltn, and ſo were 
many of his Succefſors long atrer. Proceeding in his 
Voyage homeward, he was by-a violent Storm Ship- 
wrack'd upon the Coaſt of 1fria, near Venice z and 
travelling into the Terricories of Leopold in Auſtria, he 
was taken Priſoner, and by him (old to rhe Emperour 
Henry the fixth, for 60000 Marks, who king good 
Security of Richard for paying him 100000 /. he. gave 
him his Liberty. In ſhort time he arrived in Normandy, 
and rai{ing a ſtout Army,he quickly revenged himſelf 
on the French for their injuries againſt him, and recover-; 
ed all rhat had been unjuſtly taken from hin, 

While the King was thus employed;his Brother Join 
came rohim, and humbly defired his pardon, alledge: 
ing, That whar he had done, was only occaſioned by 
the unſufferalle Pride and Inſolence of rhe Biſhop, and 
therefore he now freely ſurrendred all again into K's 
Hands. The King being moliified by this ingenuous 
Confeſſion, ſaid, God grant that 1 may as tafily forget your 
Off ences,as you, may remember wherein you have off end?d;, and 
then not only gave him his Pardon,-but reccived him 
mo. his ſpectal Grace -and Favour, - He then returned 
into England, and ſummoring a Parliament, he cauſed 
himſelt ro be Crowned the ſecond time, impoſingvery 
heavy Taxes upon the Pcople for his Ranſom, and {e's 
ſing the Treaſures of ſeveral Monaſteries : And roive 
creaſe his own Revenue, he reſumed into his Hands aW 
thoſe Honours, Mannors;Cailles, Priviledges 20d Oi 
which he had formerly old wo hislubic<ts, toreiug the

which ways he got together 80000 /{. toward his Ran 
ſom ; the reſt Leopold forgave him, being curſt by the 
Pope for making Richard a Priſoner coming from the 
Holy War. 

Afcer this,the King tranſported another Army into 
France, where he fought very ſucceſsfully againſt the 
Frer-h, and in one Battle rook 100 Knights on Horſe- 
back, 200 great Horſe, 140 of them being barbed and 
armed with Iron, In theſe Wars _ Biſhop of Beg- 
w0irs, and Peer of- the Blood Royal fighting valiantly 
in a Skirmiſh, was taken Priſoner, and ordered to be 
commitred, and Irons pur on his Legs, as being an in- 
verterate Enemy to King Richard, This hard Ulage be- 
ing complained of to the Pope, he wric earneſtly to 
Richard not to derain his dear Son, an Eccleſiaſtical 

"Perſon, and a Shepherd of the Lords, but to ſend him 
back to his Flock. The King in a pleaſant Bravery ſent 
the Head-piece, Back, and Breaſt of Iron, in which he 

© was taken, to the Pope, with the queſtion of Facod's 
Sonsto their Father, Behold, this we jound him in : Is this 
thy Sons Coat ? Nay, fays the Pope, it is the Coat neither 0 
my Son, nor of a Son of the Church, but of ſome Son of Mars 
therefore let hum procure bis Liberty as well as be can, for * 
well not concern my ſelf thereir. I 

Soon after King Richard was cut off in the midſt of 
all his Glory ;- for the Lord Limoges having found a vaſt 
*Treaſure of Gold and Silver, he,ſent the greateſt parr 
rhereof to him, as Lord thereof: but the King reſol- 
ving to have all, came to beſiege the Caſtle of Chatons, 
where he judged the Riches were, The Gariſon of- 
fered to yield themſelves, and all therein, if they might 
fave their Lives and Limbs: But the King would accept 
of no Terms, bidding them defend themlſelvyes,and thar 


all, Whereupon an Archer ſtanding on the Wall, ob- 
ſerving his opportunity, charging his Steel Bow with a 
ſquare Arrow, and praying that by that ſhot he might 


then raking view of the Caſtle, he wounded him 1athe 
Shoulder, which was made extream painful by an ut:

"he was reſolved to win ic by his Sword, and hang them 


deliver the Innocent from Oppreſſion, and the King juſt |

" and Son of Feffry his eldeſt Brother, was living. The 
. whole Courſe of his Government was atzxended with 
continuz! Troubles, .his two great perſecutors bei 
Pope- Tinoctnt the Third , and Philip the Second of 
France. King. Philip being envious ar Exglands Grant 
deur, took all occafions ro diſturb Jobs ; as by enter- 
raining Prince Arthur, animating him to regain the 
_ Crown of England, and ſupplying him wich Men and 
Maney ; and the Normans joyning with them, Arthur 
won many ſtrofig p'aces in Normandy: But King obi's 
- Lieurenants x e a ſtout _— = himſelf went 
over. with 4 ron Army, 4 nphc many Bartles 
wich his Nephew ; bur at laſt bod Re biag cad 
with equal Lofſes, they made a Truce, which was again 
broken by the incirement of the Frenct King, who pro» 
miting A#tbur double the Forces he had before, they 
* both entred Normandy, plundring and burning many 
Towns and Villages. But Fohn, now wanting nothing 
bur Money, was voluntarily ſupplied by his Lords,Gen- 
tlemen, and Commons, with a large Tax, they bei 
grieved to ſce the Engliſh Terricories thus d Las. 
" all the ſtout Youth voluntarily liſted chemſelyes 
for the Service ; whereby Joln ſoon landed in Norman-

Death by King John” Order. 

However, the French King improved the Reporr to 
the beſt advantage, pcremptorily citing King Jebn £0 
tome and do him Homage for the Dukedom of N»man- 
dy, and likewiſe to-appear ar a ſcr day, to bertried by- 
his Peers for Treaſon and Murder. Burt Johm not obeF- 
ing his Summons, was by the Kirg and Peers of france 
dilmherited and condemned, and according tothe Sen- 
rence they pamarss againſt him : For ſeveral of the 
Englib Nobility joyning with Philip, and Johs bei 
careleis,the French wich a powerful Army took 13 mo 
of the Towns in Normandy,which happened by che taulr 
of the Engliſþ Lords and Biſhops; for when the King 
was ready t@ embarque for Normandy, Archbiſhop MH 
bert forbid him, & the Peers refuſed toatrend him; up- 
on which the King laid great Fines upon them'; afid' 
ſeiſed upon the Eſtate of Hubert, who died ibas atrer; 

Bur now Pope Innecent, his orher Enemy, begins ro 
play his part, and vex him more dangerouſly chan Phi: 
lip of France had done : For Hubert Archbiſhop « 
Canterbury being dead, the Monks of St. Auſlias in that 
Ciry, without the Kings knowledge or Licenſe, ecleted 
one Reynold a Monk to ſucceed him, and made hi 
take. an Oath ro go immediately to Rome, and ro pro» 
cure his Inveſtiture, and received his Pall of-che Pope, 
The King herear was much diſpleaſed ; fo that roaps 
pare his wrath, they made a new Eleion,” and wil

Art length the Pope, to end the Controverſie, nomi- 
nated Stephen Langton, a Man 1n the Popes Intereſts, 
and ordered the Monks to ele&t him ; which King Joby 
torbid: But the Papal Command was obeyed, and Ste 
phen was eleficd Archbiſhop of Canterbury. This ſo ex- 
aſperated the King, that in his Letters tothe Pope he 
ſolemnly proteſted , That thenceforth be would wy 
ftrift. 4ccount of thoſe ſubjefts , who , for any matters of 
Right and Juſtice, ſhould run gadding to Rome, alledg- 
mg, Toat be bad Bijhops, Nobles, and Magiſtrates of his own, 
who according to the Cuftoms of the Kingdom could aud 
ſhould determine all Controverſies in Church and State; and 
Tvat be would rather expoje bimſelf to a thouſand Deaths 
than baſely and ſeroilely ſmbjeft bimſelf and his Kingdom to 
the inſolent and unreaſonab'e Commands of the Pope, But 
Tanecent haughtily anſwered, That the el-(ion of Lang- 
ron ſhould fland ; requiring the Ring to give him quter 
Pofſe(ſion,to recal. ſuch Monks as were taniſhed, on his 
Account, and reſtore their Eftaces , or otherwiſe he 
did authorize four Biſhops to 1ncerditt and curſe the 
King and. the Realm, ; 

King 7obn obſerving that the four Biſhops appointed 
grew very Arrogant with their new Authoricy, and 
thought long e're he. fignified his Reſolution, he there- 
2upon ſcifed upon their Eſtates, and declared, Thar he 
reſolved co take rhe fame Courſe wich all thoſe that re- 
ceived any Promotions or Inveſticures from Stephen 
Langton, or went or appealed to Rome upon any occa- 
ſion, wichour Licenſe 3 or thar ſhould execute an 
Commar:d of the Pope wichin this Kingdom. Upon this 
the Pope ſent two proud Legars into Englazd, Pan-,

Bur the Legars, inftead of 
gratifying the King in his Requeſt, proceeded immedt-

Curſe againſt him, and abſolving all his Subjetts from 
their Oachs of Allegiance toward him : Yea, he requt- 
red all Chriſtian Princes ro make War upon him, as the 
Archand Grand Enemy of the Church of God: Nay, 
be | pomeraap the Sentence of Deprivation againſt him, 
and gave his Crown and Kingdom to Philipthe French 
King, of which he was to take poſſeſſion as ſoon as he 
could expel or murder John, either by ſome ſecret plor,,. 
or by open Violence and Hoſtility.. ; H 

Thus did this Unholy Father, our of his arp 
Arrogance and Helliſh pride, preſume to dilpoſe 
Kings and Kingdoms at his pleaſure, and all on the cur- 
ſed prerence.of the Honour of God and Holy Church... 
But the King nor fearing theſe Thunderbolts, was re- 
ſolved to ſtand his Ground z and to.thatend, tooka (0- 
temn Oath of his Subjects for his Defence,and their Fi= 
delicy ; and then raifing a ſtrong Army, he. entred 
Scot/and againſt King Alzxander, for (upporting divers

The French King reſolving to rake poſſeſſion of the:

Ships, loaden with. Corn, Vidtuals, and ocher. Warlke 
proviſions, were (cized, and thereby Phbiip's vain Hopes: 
at that time prevented. However, the Pope aceurſeds” 
the King again and again 3 ſo thar deſpairing of ever 
being quiet, without the Advice of his Council or. No=-+ 
bilicy, heall on a ſudden ſubmirred: himſelf upon his: 
knees to: Pandulphus the Popes Legar, confeſfin 
Diſobedience, and begging pardon. .and by a-pub: 
Inftrument in Writing, under his Hand and. Seal 
reſigned his Crown (and Scepter) to.the Pope, w 
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. ; Kin g John. 
P anaulpbus kept fourry days for the Popes Uſe, and them 
ave them both back ro Jobnand his Hetrs,upon Condi- 
on to hold his Kingdom from the Pope, and pay 1000 
Marks a year to him as aTribute, This baſe Submiſſion 
fo alienated the Aﬀections of his Nobility, and Men of 
War,thar they revolred from him,and fled to his Enem 
the French King, who refolved to make his Son Lews 
Monarch of.this Realm, and ſent him hirher with a nu» 
werous Army, where he did much miſchief, though of- 
ten encountred; But the Pope being now for King Fobn,. 
forbid Ptilipro proceed any further againſt him, fince 
he and his Kingdom were now reconciled to him and 
the Church, and. char-the Crown was held from the See 
af Rome.But the French King refuſed ro obey,affirming,. 
That no King coald give away his Kingdom,nor the Protefiion 
* of: bis Subjefts, which were committed to bim by God, without 
the conſent-of the Nobility, Gentry, and Commons; and that 
therefore this Kingdom could not be boldin of the Church of 
Rome,nor protefied by ber. This anſwer ſo vexed the Pope,, 
chat he preſently ſent Cardinal Gzal into England, who- 
curſed King Philip,and Lewis his Son, with all the Engliſh.

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againſt K. John a preſident to other Princes, Aﬀembled 
a General Council at Later an, wherein he gave a full 
Account of all Tranſations, with the Kings Grant of 
his Kingdom, and the Tenure whereby it was held 
from the Church of Rome; and in the ſame Councy, 
Otho the Emperour , Peter King of Aragon , Raymond 
Earl of Tholouſe , and divers other Soveraign Princes” 
were Excommunicated, and others Interdited, with. 
their Kingdoms and Provinces, for Herefie,as was pre- 
tended, though the real defign was.'to make, Princes. 
Slaves and Vaſials to the will and pleaſure of rhe Po 
and to enrich himſelf with their Ruine : for in this: 
Courcil,. wherein chey ſay.were 1215 Catholick Dc 
ors, ic was poſitively concluded, That the Pope might: 
depoſe Kings, abſotv? their Subjifts from their Allegiance, 
and givt away their Kingdoms, Likewiſe, That ſuch as:

He was politick, and exceeding valiant, Bountifix 
and Liberal ro Strangers, not given to Revenge; fe 
when he was ſhewed how Honourably one of his R 
be:lious Barons was Inrombed, .and adviſed to deface 
the Monument, No, by no means, fays he,. with all mit 
Enqmies were as bonourably buried, When ſeveral. Gre 


came hicher, and offered to prove thar there were e

the new Protetor raiſed an Army againſt them, and 
in many Encounters defeated them : And Pope Hono- 
riue, finding the French ſlighred his Thunderbolts, ſene- 
out new corſes, more ſharp and ſevere than any of his” 
predeceflors ; whereupon Prince Lewis ſeemed ar pre=.

This great Vi- 
ory brought Lewis to treat of Peace; and being 
abſolved by Exzallo the Popes Legat, and receiving a 
conſiderable ſum of Mony, he ſurrendred all the Forrs, 
Towns and Caſtles he had taken, and with all his 
Forces failed back to F1 ence, leaving his Exgliſh Friends,

he was ſeized by Souldiers, who ſent for a Sniith to» :

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TwelvePeers; but the Lords and Commons were fo 
far from remitring any thing, that they further ratified 
all that had been done ; and the Archbiſhop, with nine 
other Biſhops, publickly denounced a ſolemn Curſe

Abour this time Hugh de Burgh Earl of Kent was accu--

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Bulls from Pope Alexander the Third, whereby the King” 
andall choſe who had ſworn to maintain the new Layy, 
and Ordinances, and to ſupporr the Authoriry of the 
Twelye Peers were freely abſolved, and diſcharged 
from keeping thoſe Oaths, Bur this being kepr pri- 
vate, the Twelve Peers ruled all, and were ſo diligent 
in their buſineſs, thar they left the King nothing todo;

He likewiſe 
took an Oath of all above Twelve years old in and about 
London,to be true to him and his Heirs, Bur the Lords

The Barons being powerful, were herewirh nothing

Crowned King, in the One and thirtieth year of his 
Age ; at which $00 Great Horſes were ler looſe, for 
any to take that would, in Honour of ſo Martjal 
Prince, After the Bartel aforementioned , wherein 
Simon Montford Earl of Leiceter, his Son Henry, and 
many other Lords were ſlain, and the Lady Eleanor his 
Daughter was baniſhed, bur kindly received by Philip 
the Hardy of France, thereby to gain the Good will of 
- many Engliſh Lords, who being diſcontented with the: 
laſt Rings Government, were nor wel! pleaſed withhis 
Son,” who A aſſiſted his Farther againſt chem.” 
Philip being likewiſe ſenfible of the Courage of mY 
Edward to prevent his own danger, he ſecretly incited: 
Lizellin Prince of Wales to rebel, eg likes 
wiſe the Lady Eleanor in Marriage. But Edward has} 
ving private notice of this Contra&t, and that the Lady 
was coming over to Wales, he intercepred her art Sea, 
and kepr her Priſoner ; upon which Lixellin took he. 
Field, wich many thouſand Men, but mean and thievil 
Fellows: On the other fide, King Edward reſolving 
ro make himſelt terrible ro the Welch, raiſed a very fc 
midable Army z bift Li«ellin being ſenfible of his ind

'F fubmirred himſelf ro the King, and made many folemn 
4 Oaths of his Fidelity to the King againſt France, andall . 
+ others; whereupon Edward, who was inclinable to

'# his beloved Lady ; fo that all was ended without a drop 
4 of Blood : Bur a few years after, David his Brother, of 
a mutinous Temper, and yer one much 1n favour with * 
the King, perſwaded Lxellin ro put himſelf again in 
Arms, and many ſharp Conflias. paſſed between him 
and Sir Roger Mortimar ; but at length they were both 
taken, and their Heads ſent re the King, whe cauſed 
them to be ſer upon the Tower. of London, Y't were 
the Welchmen ſo perverſely bent to ruine the! ſelves, 
that within a few Months after they twice rebelled, 
but were ſoon ſubdued by many terrible Slaughrers,and 
| ſevere Executions : And becauſe they maintained their 
Wars more by hiding and ſhifting among vaſt Woods 
and Foreſts, the King cauſed all rhe Woods to be cut 
and burnt down ; by which means they were reduced 
to more Civility, and applied themſelves te Arts and 
Trades, like other Men.

upon King Edward choſe Twenty Engliſhmen, and as 
many Scots, of good Underſtanding and Diſcretion, 
who conſulted thereof, and upon their Determination 
he declared Pohn Balio!, who had married the eldeſt 

,to be King ; whothereupon receivedthe Crown 
from King Edward, and did him Homage for the ſame.

Amends, they humbly petitioned the King to rep 
the Stature of Mortmain, (or the Will of a Dead 
Hand) which forbid any perſons to give any Houſes 
Lands to the Church, either at their Deaths, or beke 
without leave from the King : Bur he reſolving never 
ratifie them in any thing, replied, That it was mti

# Favours and Honours received from him, reſolved te 


revenge his Ingratitude, and with ſtrong Forces march- 
ed thither, raking the Caſtle of Berwick , with the 


$ ſlaughter of 25000 Scots, He lilkgwiſe won Dunbar, 


Edinburgh, and all other places of Strenght: The King 
of Scots obſerving no ſafery in Refiſtance, humbly ſub- 
mitred himſelf ro the King, and -ſurrendred the King- 
dom into his Hands ,, who with a ſtrong Guard ſenr 
him Priſoner to the Tower of London, bur with large 
allowance of Liberry.and Attendance; and then com- 
mitted the Government of Scotland ro Fohn Warren Earl 
of Suſſex, Sir Hugh" Creſſingham High Treaſurer, and 
William Earnly Lord Chief Juſtice of thar Kingdom. 
Having ſo happily performed this, he 7 rurned 
his Arms to France, who to divert him, animated the 
Seats again to Rebel; bur King Edward reſolving not 
toleave the French, 1f poſſible, withour fighting, conti» 
nued ſtill in Normandy, ſending Orders to the Farl of 
Northumberland, and others, roſuppreſs that Rebellion 
which they did with a very bleody ſlaughter ; "Upon 
which the French King perceiving himſelf diſappointed, 
would not venture to engape the Eng/iſh Army, bur 
ſent honourable propoſitions of Peace, which were ac- 
cepred by the King, -anda general peace was prolcaim- 
ed. Afﬀterhis terurn 1nto Eng/and, he reſtored the Ci- : 
rizens of Loxdon their Charter, which for ſome miſde< 
meanors had remained fortectred in lis Hands rwelve 
years. And then preſently marches with aſtour Army 
into Scotland, the Rebels beitig again 1n Arms under 
the condu&t of a Valiant Cemmander called William 


hat Wallace, who had routed Earl Warren's Forces, taking 


an advantage againſt rhem as ri:cy paſſed over a Bridge 
near Sterling Callle, Hugh Creſſingham and many Englilh 
being ſlain, the Scots tieaing off his Skin, ard cutcin 
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ing roward Scotland, called a Parliament at 7ork, and 
there ſummoned the Scots ro _ at a day appoins 
ed, which they not regarding, he marched forward 
with vaſt forces, and coming near the Enemy, as he 
was putting his Foot in the Stirrup, his Horſe ſtarting 
ar the ſudden ſhout of the Scots Army, threw hin 
down, and ſtriking with his Heels, broke two of the 
Kings Ribbs, however he proceeded to Battle, andthe 
Scots by the encouragement of Captain Wallace fought 
valiantly, but were at length defeated wirh the loſs of 
ſeventy thouſand Scots, at a place called Fawkirk ; ab 
ter which he took ſeveral ſtrong places, and then re. 
turned into Exglazrd, where in a Parliament holdena 
- Londonand Sramford, he confirmed Magna Charta, and 
Charta dt Fay and it was enatted, That no Tax 
nor Subſidy ſhould be laid upon the Kingdom, with- 
out conſent of the King, Peers, and People, and for 
the better ſarisfa&tion of the Parliament, he left theſe 
words out of his Grants,Salvo Fare Corone nofire, ſaving

Upon the earneſt requeſt of the Pope, K. Edward

K. Zames. After his return from Scotland,the King made 
a general inquiry into the Miſdemeanors and Oppreſſi- - 
ons of his Othcers of all forts, whoſe number. and of- - 
fences were ſo many, that the Fines laid on them f1l- 
led his Exchequer, and ivabled him to pay off all his - 
old debts. Ar this time the Biſhop of Cheſter complain» 
ed grievouſly againſt Prince Edward, thay by the lewd 
advice of Pierce Gaveſton he broke into his Park, and 
deſtroyed his Game, for which the Prince was commit= 
ted to Priſon, and Gaveſſon baniſhed, not to Terurn upon 
pain of death. | | 

In his thirty third year a General Peace was pro- 
aimed between Englznd and Scotland, and Robert Bruck 
with other Noblemen voluntarily ſwore Allegiance 
toRK.

ned him, that if he would not deſiſt, the Pope ud 
proceed further , to which the King with a di 
ſmile anſwered, Have ye done Homage to me as to the Chief 
Lord of the Kingdom of Scotland, axd dos you now think tg 
. Brighten me with Threats and Lyes, as if T were not able to 
maintain my Right : Let me heay no more of this,for if I do, 1 
ſwear by theLord,T will deſiroy all Scotland from Sea teStaz 
To which the Scots anſwered, that indefence of Juſtice 
apts Countreys Rights they would ſpend their laſt 
Yet Edward to keep fair with the Pope, ſent the 
Earl of Lincoin to Rome to juſtify his proceedings; but 
the Pope continued reſolute, whereupon in a Parlias 
ment holden at Lincoin a full defence was made for the 
King, though with this Proteſtation, that the thing did 
not exhibir cke Tryal of Cauſe, but only gave the Pope 
an Account thereof,ro ſatisfhe his Conſcience,the Barons 
unanimouſly declaring, That - their Kings Rights wat

the King inraged, reſolved upon reverge, and ther 
fore hearkened ro all manner of falſe Informaricoss 
againſt him, and amongſt others he was told, That tht 
.Eletfors deſeentd to bave choſen him Emprror of Germany, 
h14 not his Uncle and otherg repreſented him as altogether unfit 
and unable to groern an Empire, who could not vue bis own 
mo ot _ op mY 

This talſe Suggeſtion ſtill aggravated the Kings ar 
-againſtche Lords. fo that wat... pretence of Friend 
and with the breach of his Oarh and Honour, he 
- the Duke of Glocefier, and the Earls of Warwick and 
: Aridel, to be ſuddenly apprehended, and\.then ſums 
moning a Parliament, Sir John Bu{hie Speaker of the

, whom he ſhould name, whereby he kept the Nobihity 
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and condenining to Hell all rhar as he ſaid had traicer- 
ouſly conſpired againſt his Majeſty, ard particularty 
impeaching the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who fare 
next the King, and was ſilent, bzcauſe the King under 
pretence of favour. had entoyned him nor to ankyer, 
and to abſent himſelf tor the furure; proteſting rhae 


ing theſe falſe Accularions, he was wirh the Kizps con» 
ſent bamiſhed/ rhe Realm; the Earl of Arandel was be- 
headed for High Treaſon, and che Earl of Warwich ef- 

d upon great ſubinilion, and; confeſfing many 
Crimes whereof he was aitogerher Innocent, but rhe 
good Duke” of G/oceſier wichour Tryal or ſ:nrence, was 
tent ro Clice, and by the Kings order, Thomas Mowbray 
Earl of Nottingham, cauſed him to be there ſtiit!cd be- 
wwix: two Feather-beds, for which good ſervice he 
was made Duke of Norfolk, 

The King hkewiſe procured both Houſes of Parliament 
to grart full and abſolute power, t > tix or <cight ſack 
Perfors as he ſhould nominate to enat or determine 
what they ſhould think convenient 1a all cauies, whergs. 
by many mi'c'xievous things were decreed to the- das. 
mage efehe Kingdom 3 and to pleaſc kis Guard, whe 
were moſt Che hire men of mean Brrch and Forrunes, he 
ſtiled himſelf Prince of Ch#hire, as it thar were marg" 
honourable than to be Kiag of the Realm; and to ſwees | 
ten theſe rhings, Honours were beſtowed upon divers 
Noble-men ; his Couſen Henry Bullinghrobe,Ear!l of Darby, 
Sonand Heir apparent tothe Kings Fourch Uncle, Jobs 
of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſier,wvas created Duke of Hoeſord; 
his Couſen Edward Planragener Earl of Rutland, was 
creared Duke of Alb:marle,- and feveral others were ad- 
yanced ; He alſo granted free pardon to all bur fitreen 


in-f:ar and awe, ſo thar ifany offended him, he would 
dcelarehim'ro be one of the fifreen, and pur his Lite 
upon Tryal for pretended Treaſon, Ir happened abour 
thisrime that che Duke of Hereford, hearing daily com- 
plaints of the Kings miſgoverament, and his extream.: 
arbitrary and illegal proccedings,he privazely diſcloſed 
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his grief thereat to the Duke of Norfolb, intreating him 
t inform the King thereof, and to beſeech him to he 
more favourable ro the Lords, who were with roo great 
feyeriry condemned for High Treaſon, 

The Duke of MNorf#/b regarding more Ins own ad 
vancement, than the Common good, reſolved to riſe 
by the fall of his Friend, and therefore told all to the 
King, with the moſt malicious and aggravating Cir- 
camſtances imaginable, whereat the King inraged, ſum- 
moned his Couſen to anſwer, who freely acknowledged 
whar he had privately and friendly defired might be re- 
formed, . but denied rhe falſe Suggeſtions added there- 
ro, and challenged the Duke of Norfo/þ to fingle 
Combate to vindicate himſelf, which was accepted 
and conſented ro by the King, but when the day came, 
and they entred the Liſts for fight, the King would 
not ſuffer chem to proceed, but baniſhed rhe Duke of 
Norſot& for ever, (who ſoon after died ar Veni-e) and 
the Duke of Hereford for fix years, who wetit into 
- France, and was honourably received by that King, and 

not long after his Father 7ob» Duke of Lancaſter died; 
- and the King unjuſtly ſeized alt his Honours and Eſtate 

into his Hands, which he divided among his Flatrerers 
and Minions, which utrworthy a& ſo much difpleaſed hs 
Uncles, the Duke of 7orþ , andthe Duke of Albemart, 
thar they left the Court, and retired to their own 
' Houſcs, | 

In the mean time the King was wholly miſled by the 
leud condut of William Scroop Earl of Wiltſbire, 
Sir Fames Bagot, Sir John Buſhie, and Sir Henry Greet, 
by whoſe advice, without conſent of his Couts 
fel, he raiſed a great Army , farming the whole 
Revenues of his Kingdom to theſe his Fzyourires for 
ſeveral years, and ſailing into Irzland, wholly ſubdued 
that rebelling Nation ; but in his abſence, Hey now 
Duke of Lancaſter (with his old Friend Thomas Ard 

biſhop of Canterbury) returned to England to claimhs 
Dutchy of Lancaſter, and landing in the North, great 
numbers of armed Troops admiring his Nobility 
Virtues, joyned with hum, ſo that within a 
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he marched to London, and was there received and en- 
terrained wich much joy. King Richard returning z. 
ſcon raiſed great forces, which he conduQed” againſt 
the Duke, bur perceiving his Subjets daily revolt 
from him, and hearing thar his three unwerthy Favou- 
rires Scroop , Bufhie, and Greer, on whom he moſt 
relied, were taken, and beheaded, he yeluncarily came 
rothe Duke of Lancaſter, and confeffing his own infut- 
ficiency and weakneſs tro Govern well, 'praiſcd the fin- 
gular Qualities of the Duke, as worthy- of a King- 
dom, offering to reſign ir to him, if he would accepr 
thereof. 

Though the Duke was very willing to wear a Crown, 
yet hoping to have it by the tree conſent of all the No#+ 
biliry and People, he cauſed' the King to be guarded 
tothe Tower of London, and then calling a Parliament, * 
twenty four Articles of Miſgovernment were pablickly 
charged againſt the King, and ſenr him by both Hauſes 
of Parllamenr, who not only confeſſed them to be true, 
acknowledging his inabilicy to Rule beter, bur by an 
Ihſtrument in Writing under his Hand and Seal, re. ; 
figned his Crown and Kingdom to Herry Duke of Law 
caſter; which being read, and 'generally approved of * 
by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
they depoſed King Rickard, and made Henry King, and: : 
his old Friend, Thomas Archbiſhop of Canterb+ry 10ſtal- * 
led him in the Royal Throne, Richard was then ſent 
to Pomſret Caſtle ; bur Henry fearing his Government 
could not be ſafe while Richard lived, he was ſoon at-. 
ter aſſaulced by Sir Pierce of Exton and eight more with. 
Bills and Poleaxes in his lodging, and after valiant re» 7 
fiſtakce made,was overpowered and murdered by thent 
in the twenty ſecond year of his Reign, and the thirty 
third of his Age, 1329. _ "= 

In this Age lived Sir John Mandevil, of whom 10: 
many Fi&ittous Relations have been wrirren, that it 
may be judged he never was in being. Bur very cre- 
dible Hiſtorians afſerr, rhar there was ſuch a perſon, 
born ar St, Albans in Hart ford{bire, who atraining to- 
Learning, had an earneſt Gr ro viſit Aſia and: Afri-" 
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ed, which he accordingly performed, travelling thi 
four years, into Scythia, ; 94th FEgyt, Pep 
Media, Meſopotamia, Perfia, Chaldea, Gruce, Illyria, Tas 
gary, and divers other Kingdoms of the World, and 
committed what he had obſerved ro Writing athis re 
turn, wherein, though. there may ſeem ſome thing 
incredible, yet,it may be ſuppoſed many of them were 
. taken from tabulous Authors, and added to. his Book, 
and others were written by report from others z, for 
thar he did nor defign to relate lies. may appear, be» 
cauſe he kept his Religion after. all his wandrings and 
did ofcen complain of the corruptions of that Age, 
ſaving often, Virtusceſſat, &c, In our time it may bt 
certainly ſaid, that Vertue is departed. the Clergy wn, thy 
Deril reigneth , and Simany beareth fway. Some Authogs 
write he died at Lizge 1n Germany, where-they ſhew 
the Furniture of his Horſe and Spurs worn in his Tr 
vels, yet the Town of St. Albans will not allow of-it, 
bur claim the honour of his . Interment, and have a 
riming Epitaph for hinz upon a Pillar near where they 
judge his Body lies, which Mr. Weaver ſays in his Mgs 
numents being ſet to ſome lofry tune, as the Buninge 
Antichrifl, or the like, will be worth ſinging.

The haughty Duke having received this mild Anſwer 
grew inraged, and immediately fare down with a 
Army betore the Town- of Yergie in Guyen, which he 
beſieged three Months, giving many fierce Afaulrs,and 


received ſuch ſtout Repulſes, that deſpairing of ſuc-: 


ceſs, he was compelled to raiſe his fiege, and return 
occtally into hr, The Duke of Burgundy like- 

ie judging that King Henry durſt not leave the King+ 
dom to make War abroad, defired leave of the French 
King to attempt the regaining of Calice, and to that 
end raiſed great Strength ; but the French Kings Coun- 
ci] being informed of King Henry's vaſt Preparations to 
defeat them, commanded Bargundy to defiſt ; which 
he imputed to the Pride of rhe Duke of Or/eance, leſt 
he ſhould gain more Honour than himſelf, 

No ſooner was Herry freed from this danger, bur 
another preſently ſucceeded, contrived by Henry Piercy 
Earl of Northumberland, Richard Scroop Archbiſhop of 
Tork, Thomas Mowbray Earl-Marſhal, the Lords Haſtings, 
Faul:onbridge, Bardolf, and others ; but the Conſpiracy 
being privately revealed , he unexpe&edly marched 
with an Army into the North, and ſurpriſed all the 
Lords,except Northumberland and Bardolf, whom he im- 
mediately beheaded, Nor thumberland fled into France, 
and from thence came back a while after it:1r9 Scotland, 


; Where he was promiſed Aid againſt th- King; but 


Prince Henry being ſent thirher, burnt and deſtroyed all 
before him, raking in the Caſtics of Berwick aud At» 
wick, and forcing the Scersro beg for Truce, which was 
granted them for a few -Months only:; But three years 
after, Northumberland and Bardolf, animating the Scotsro 
a new War, entred Northumberland, and did much mit- 
chief: Whereupon Hing Henry raiſed Forces to ſup- 
preſs them ; bur before his coming they were'routed 
by Sir Ralf Roosbby Sheriff of the County ; and the

their Hands and ſent chem for Preſents ro the Kings 


After which, tl his dearh,which hapned in two years."

ble hicherro, This Anſwer pierced the Duke of Bur- 
gundy to the Heart, fo that from thenceforward his Af- 
tetions grew cold toward the Engliſh, and he became 
a ſecret well-willer to the French.

This deliverance was arrributed 
by the Cirizens of 0r!:axce ro the Condutt of the Marcial 
Maid, who was called 7oan of 4rc 3 and therefore they 
erected a Monument, wherein ſhe and Charles the Se» 
venth, King of France, were repreſented kneeling in Ar- 
mour, wich their Hands and Eyes toward Heaven, 
After this, the Engliſh had very dqubrful Succeſs z 
for the next day after raiſing the Siege, the Lord Tal- 
- bot won the ſtrong Town and Caſtle of Laval; and a 
few days afrer the Duke. of Alanſon, with Joan 4 Arc, 
- took the Town of Fargeux, and in wthe Earl of Suf- 
folk, and one of his Brothers Priſoners, killing another, 
The Duke of Alanſo's Army being newly reinforced to 
near 30000 Men, hapned to meer. with the Lords Tat- 
bet, Scales, and Hungerfield, who. were marching, wich 
only $000 to forrifie another Town ; upon whom the: 
French fell with great fury, inſomuch that the three 
Lords were taken Priſoners, and 1200 of -their Mer 
ſlain, che reſt flying inco the Town. Upon this defeat, 
ſeveral Cicies, Towns, and Caſtles, immediately ſurren- 
dred to the French King,. who ſoon after took Rheimes,, 
and was there Crowned, which gained him a grear. 
Opinion, and cauſed many more places to be delivered 
to him, and then attempted: tq rake the Ciry of Park 
but by the Valour of the Engliſh were repulſed and 
feared.
